Faces Hard Proposition 


$13,900 IS BORROWED MONEY 


Refuses to Pay Forestry Bill and 


All Claims Are Passed on to 


Incoming Administration. 


The final meeting of t lie outgoing 
city councid, held this morning, end­ 
ed by the passing of a motion not to 
pay any of the bills and 
to 
turn 
them ov er to the incoming adminis­ 
tration. 
The action of tiie council 
resulted because of the failure of 
Mayor Black to sign the v oucher for 
the money v qted to the State For­ 
estry company for work 
done last 
summer at the city park. 
Mayor Black has all the time con­ 
tended that the proceedure was un­ 
lawful and was adv ised by Howard 
Barrett not to pay the bill. 
This 
morning the council held an hour’s 
eaucû è and it was there that Mayor 
Black made his final stand. 
He de­ 
clared 
he 
would 
not 
sign 
the 
v oucher calling for the money and 
as a way out of the difficulty it was 
decided to turn it ov er to the new 
council. 


The bill for the 
park 
improv e­ 
ments was ordered paid when there 
was no appropriation made in ad­ 
v ance for the work. 
The city has 
been paying all its bills here of late 
without any money being appropria­ 
ted and I)r. Parsons stated that in 
order to be consistent this bill and 
the rest were turned ov er to the new 
administration which could pass an 
appropriation ordinance. 
The mo­ 
tion as passed and presented by Dr. 
Parsons in writing was as followTs: 
“I mov e that no more bills be allow­ 
ed by this outgoing council but that 
all bills which hav e been filed 
in­ 
cluding the State Forestry company 
bill, also the pay roll of the water 
and light plant, both regular 
and 
temporary; 
the pay roll of the city 
officers; the pay roll of the fire de­ 
partment; the pay roll of the street 
commissioner, be tied into a bundle 
by the city clerk and 
turned 
ov er 
with the city’s books and records to 
the incoming 
administration 
with 
the following “rider” attached there­ 
to:—The within bills and pay rolls 
hav e been properly filed and signed 
O. K. by the proper committees and 
should be paid. 
The appropriations 
for the year 19 13 hav e 
been 
fully 
consumed.” , 
The city has something like $5,000 
in the treasury and the bills turned 
ov er to the new council amount to 
about $3,000. 
Just what 
the 
new 
council will do with tlie bills of the 
old council remains to be seen. 
The final session of the old coun­ 
cil did not rev eal 
anything sensa­ 
tional with the exception that 
the 
exact indebtedness of the cifv be­ 
came known. 
The yearly reports of 
the city clerk and 
treasurer 
were 
read and in these it was shown just 
how the city stands financially. The 
report shows that the new adminis­ 
tration takes ov er a total indebted­ 
ness of $45,9 00.

amount 
$13,9 00, is borrowed money.

Promptly at twelv e o’clock today 
the new administration took up the 
reigns of the city and the old coun­ 
cil and Mayor Black stepped down 
from the stage to make way for the 
new order of things.

publican council was under way. 
The first meeting was v ery brief 
and consisted only of concuring in 
of the appointments of Mayor 
Be­ 
bout and making the appointments 
of the council a “matter of record. 
The last meeting of the old council 
was barely ov er when the work of 
the new council was started. Quite 
an audience was present to witness 
the ceremony of turning 
the 
city 
ov er to the new council by the old. 
Mayor Black in a short talk inv i­ 
ted the council and the public to v isit 
the water and light plant. The plant 
has been painted and all the breaks 
in the steam pipes repaired. 
Ac­ 
cording to Ex-mayor Black the plant 
is in the best condition of its his­ 
tory and is a matter of pride. 
lit» 
then handed the gav el ov er to C. L. 
Bebout who called the 
meeting 
to 
order. 
Mayor Bebout read his appoint­ 
ments, which 
hav e 
already 
been 
made known. 
He named John Ros- 
enerance, chief of police. John A. 
“Ell” Jones, street commissioner and 
Walter Easley, fire chief. 
On mo­ 
tion of Councilman Brann the 
ap­ 
pointments were concurred in. 
The 
new city clerk Carl Gunning, kept 
the minutes of the first meeting. On 
motion of Councilman Brann, Wil­ 
liam Hardin and Blaine Hunt were 
employed as policemen at a salary 
of $60 a month, and John Kiplinger 
was retained as city attorney. A. T. 
Mahin, 
was 
officially 
placed 
in 
charge of the water and light plant. 
In the midst of the proceedings 
William “Bill” Hardin 
and 
Blaine 
Hunt walked into the council cham­ 
ber both wearing their new uniforms. 
Mayor Bebout then administered the 
oath of office to Chief Rosencrance 
and the two policemen. 
They went 
on duty at once and reliev ed ex­ 
chief McAllister and policeman^Wol- 
ter. 
The best of feeling existed be­ 
tween the incoming and the out-go­ 
ing officials. 
Most of 
the 
retiring 
councilmen remained to witness the 
turning ov er of the city, to the new 
administration. 
The real work of the council will 
start tomorrow night when the first 
regular session will he held. 
All of 
the new councilmen were present to­ 
day. Apples and cigars were passed 
out bv the new administration.

The county commissioners organ­ 
ized at their regular January meet­ 
ing today and announced their ap­ 
pointments. William T. Moore, com­ 
missioner from the southern district, 
is the new member, succeeding John 
E . Harrison. The board w a s busy all 
afternoon allowing claims. 
The most important appointment 
made was that of J. 
King of Rush­ 
v ille 
township, 
better 
known a s 
“Bush,” a s highway superintendent. 
It was announced that Mr. King was 
not in reality an applicant, but that 
he was appointed because the board 
thought him the best av ailable man 
in the county for the place. 
Mr. King is a wealthy farmer, but 
he has a record as a road builder, 
according to 
county history, which 
was recalled 
today. 
Mr. King and 
his father built the old Milrov pike 
years ago. 
It was a toll road and 
they took special pride in keeping it 
in repair, it was pointed out. 
It is 
one of the oldest roads in the county. 
Those who fav ored Mr. King de­ 
clare that he used a road drag de­ 
v ised by himself 
before I). Ward 
King of Missouri ev er thought of one 
and used it on the Milroy pike. 
He 
has been a pike superintendent for 
years, being appointed to that place 
by a Republican board. 
The posi­ 
tion in this county pays $4 a da}’ 
when the superintendent works. 
Edgar 
Crull, who 
will succeed 
Jabez 
Smith, is a single 
man and 
liv es in Washington township. 
He 
will not take the place of custodian 
until May 1. 
Dr. Will c . Smith, who will become 
county health commissioner when he 
qualifies by filing a bond for $1,000’ 
is a prominent Democrat, who has 
nev er held office. 
He succeeds Dr. 
Frank II. Green. 
Dr. J. G. Lewis, who will be the 
new poor farm and jail physician, 
ju s t retired today as secretary of 
the city health 
board. 
Dr. E. I. 
Wooden, formerly held this place, 
and today took office as secretary 
of the city board. 
Wallace Morgan, the new county 
attorney, is a well known Democrat, 
He has been deputy prosecutor un­ 
der a • Democratic prosecutor when 
this county was in a judicial circuit 
with Shelby county. 
John H. Kip­ 
linger retires from this office. 
Rush Budd, the new ditch commis­ 
sioner, is one of the two Democratic 
members of the city school board and 
succeeds J. M. Amos. 
T. J. Humes, the sole Republican 
member of the board now, was elect­ 
ed president of the board and Edson 
L. Aiken was elected president of the 
board of finance. 
A fireman for the county heating 
plant was not named. 
The county 
poor farm superintendent will be ap­ 
pointed next September.

Ray Lakin, a well known dray­ 
man, was shot in the right leg, just 
abov e the knee shortly after noon to­ 
day by T. E. McAllister ex-chief of 
police. The shooting occurred in the 
rear of the McCormic restaurant in 
West Second street. 
Details of the 
affair were meagre as both parties 
to the trouble would not talk. 
McAllister retired from the police 
force today at noon when the new 
fldiainistration took office. 
He went 
to the McCormic restaurant and ac­ 
cording to the story Lakin told the 
police he engaged him in conv ersa­ 
tion and said he understood Lakin 
had it in for him. 
One word led to 
another and McAllister pulled his 
rev olv er and fired before 
anyone 
could interfere. 
The bullet passed through Lakin’s 
leg. 
The wound was treated by Dr. 
Frank Green. The injury is not ser­ 
ious and Lakin was out on the street 
again shortly after two o’clock. La­ 
kin and McAllister, it is known, hav e 
been enemies for a long time and the 
affair dates hack to about two years 
ago. 
Lakin stated to 
Prosecutor 
Smith that he did not wish to prose­ 
cute McAllister and would not file 
any charges. 
The officials, howev er, 
look upon the matter in a different 
light and an affidav it will be filed 
against McAllister by Chief Rosen­ 
crance. His arrest was expected late 
this afternoon. 
The charge will be 
assault and buttery with intent to 
kill. 
The affair created quite a lot of 
commotion on the streets in the busi­ 
ness district and it was a long time 
before the exact circumstances of 
the affair could be learned. The po­ 
lice force went on duty at noon and 
this was their first case. 
Policeman 
Hunt had just 
left the 
McCormic 
place of business 
when 
the fight 
started. 
The report of the rev olv er 
was heard by many people and at­ 
tracted a large crowd. 
Rumors were thick regarding the 
shooting and many different stories 
were heard. McAllister could not be 
seen this afternoon. 
The wounded 
man wanted to drop the affair but the 
officials stated that nothing like that 
could he done. 


AGED MAN DEAD. 
£ ieorge Smith, 78 years old, died 
yesterday at the county poor farm. 
Mr. Smith was commonly known as 
Uncle George. 
He had been in ill 
health for a long time and death was 
due to heart disease. He is surv iv ed 
by one daughter, Mrs. Elmer Gillispie 
of Knightstown.

Mansions Topple. 


(By United Press,} 
New York, Jan. 5.— Thirty - two 
men are believ ed to hav e perished 
when 
the American tank steamer 
Oklahoma went down fifty mi!ei> off 
Sandy Hook in yesterday’s terriffic 
storm. 
Captain Alfred Guenger and 
sev en members of the crew were 
rescued early today by the American 
liner Yav oria, but all of the others 
apparently are lost. 
About a million dollars damage 
was the hav oc wrought in tlie neigh­ 
borhood of New York. At Seabriglit, 
New Jersey, alone more than a mil­ 
lion dollars worth of damage was 
done by the storm. 
Weakened by the storm, the old 
New York hotel along the beach in 
New Jersey burned to the ground 
early today. 
All along the coast 
summer 
cottages 
and recreation 
piers literally falling down. 
Dozens 
of fine summer mansions, each cost­ 
ing upwards of $25,000, are toppling. 
The rescue of the Oklahoma’:* sut*« , 
v iv prs was spectacular. 
The Ba- 
v oria headed a big ileet 
of rescue 
ships. 
Life boats were dashed to 
pieces as they were lowered ov er the 
sides and many members of the res­ 
cue ship’s crews were injured. 
During the night the headlights of 
the reseue fleet played on the strick­ 
en v essel, disclosing sev en men hud­ 
dled together on the upper fore deck.

E. A. Smith, with a detachment, met 
her at the station, took her from a 
Santa Fe train, kept her under sur­ 
veillance until a Colorado and South­ 
ern train for Denver arrived, and then 
put her aboard that. 
Lieutenant H. 
O. Nichols and four soldiers accom­ 
panied her to Denver. 
The troops formed a cordon around 
her and marched her to a hotel. 
She 
received breakfast, but was not al­ 
lowed to speak to any of the strikers. 
Just before the D enver' train’s ai~ 
rival she was marched back to the 
station and again surrounded by sol­ 
diers. 
She had m eant to make a 
speech Sunday at a mass meeting or 
strikers at W alsenburg. 
The stop at W alsenburg was brief. 
Mother Jones started to make a speech 
through an open window.

was kept at a distance.

pulled out she was saying: 
“I expect to visit you again, when

U nited S tates w ith the so uthern re­ 
p ublic. 
The cable bearing the anno uncem ent 
th at the London Sp ectato r, one of the 
m o st co nservative jo urnals in England, 
had advo cated arm ed interventio n by 
the U nited S tates created so m ething 
of a sensatio n in W ashingto n. 
Pii- 
vately m any officials here and m any 
m em bers 
of co ngress 
declare 
that 
eventually the United S tates v>rill go 
into Mex ico to resto re p eace. Publicly 
m o st of these officials decline to com­ 
m ent on the subject. 
This questio n was p ut to a num ber 
of senato rs and rep resentatives and 
officials co nnected w ith the adminis- 
tratio n: 
“ W hat shall we do with M ex ico?” 
M ost of them refused to answ er, but 
in a num ber of interview s the question 
is discussed. 
The inquiry disclosed th at Presiden* 
W ilson had 
p ractically p ledged all 
m em bers of the senate co m m ittee on 
foreign relatio ns no t to discuss the 
M ex ican situatio n. This was adm itted 
by two o r th ree senato rs ap p roached.

ELOODY SIEGE OF OJINAGA 


Defenders o f Border To wn Co ntinue to 
Ho ld Their Own. 
Juarez, Jan. 5.—General Francisco 
V illa has left Juarez for the fro nt at 
O jinaga to take command o f his forces, 
which have been unsuccessful in tak ­ 
ing the town from the federal force - 
in the battle which has raged for the 
last week. 
Villa is dissatisfied with 
th e p ro gress his tro o p s have made. 


Presidio. Tex ., Jan. 5.— More than 
6,000 rebels, the combined forces un­ 
der G eneral O rtega and G eneral Rod- 
erugi, have renew ed the attack on 
O jinaga and sto rm ed the town from 
the w’est. 
The fight from the new p o­ 
sitio n seem s to have given the rebels 
a slight advantage and they rap idly 
advanced on the garriso n. 
E arlier the rebels attem p ted to take 
the garriso n from the no rth, but this 
p roved disastro us to them , any m any 
of their tro o p s w*ere mowed down from 
the terrible resistance p ut up by the 
federals. 
R etreating from the arroyo, 
a mile and a half from the garriso n, 
the rebels, under the command of Qr- 
tega, moved to the Conchos river and 
th ere joined the fo rces of Don Roder- 
iguez and resum ed th eir attack. 
The rifle and canno n fire of the reb­ 
els has been very effective and rnor - 
than seventy of the go vernm ent fo rces 
are said to have been killed and 150 
wounded. 
The federals believe th at 
the rebel lo sses are equally as heavy, 
and rep o rts have been received in the 
town indicating an eno rm o us death 
list. 
Two tho usand federal cavalry left 
Ojinaga, headed for the arroyo, a mile 
and a half from the city, and will m ake 
0 
an effo rt to flank O rtega's sectio n of 
the attacking arm y near the Conches 
river. 
This step was taken when the 
assault from the combined rebel force 
becam e so fierce th at the rebels began 
to drive in the federals.

Wolcott, Re­ 
p ublican member of the state board 
of tax commissioners, reviewing the 
work accomp lished in 1913. 
“Methods that are being emp loyed 
to great advantage in other states,” 
said Wolcott, “are imp ossible under 
the p resent constitutional in Indiana. 
“There is no question 
that 
mil­ 
lions of dollars worth of securities 
are owned in Indiana by p eop le who 
do not return them for tax ing p ur­ 


p o ses and thereby imp ose a greater 
burden on those whose p rop erty is 
more fully or more carefully assess­ 
ed.” 
Astonishing and discouraging 
is 
Wolcott’s characterization 
of 
the 
average valuation of certain classes 
of p ersonal p rop erty in the resp ec­ 
tive counties in Indiana. 
Automobiles averaged about $300 
each for tax ation. 
The highest val­ 
uation was $400. There is an average 
value assessed against farm imp le­ 
ments of $51.80, ranging from $25 
in Crawford, Jefferson, Pike, 
Scott 
and Starke to $150 in Gibson. Jen­ 
nings rep orted the 
lowest 
average 
assessment, $22. 
Household 
furniture 
averaged 
$43.50—the highest 
being Tip p eca­ 
noe 
county, $102.

The rich counties in central Indiana

Colu mbia Su preme Cou rt becau se of 
alleged v iolation of the labor lead­ 
ers of that cou rt’s order forbidding 
continu ance of a boy cott against the 
Bu cks Stov e & Range Company , of 
St. Lou is. 
Wright fou nd 
the

fendants 
gu ilty 
and 
sentenced 
Gompers to twelv e months 
in jail, 
Mitchell to six 
and 
Morrison 
to 
three.

Mayor Black has all the time con- 


tended that the proceedurc was un- 
lawful and was advised by Howard 
Barrett not to pay the bill. 
This 


morning the council held an hour's 
caucus and it was there that Mayor 
Black made his final stand. lie de- 
clared 
he 
would 
not 
sign 
the 


voucher calling for the money and 
as a way out of the difficulty it was 
decided to turn it over to the new 
council. 


The bill for the 
park 
improve- 


ments was ordered paid when there 
was no appropriation made in ad- 
vance for the work. The city has 
been paying all its bills here of late 
without any money being appropria- 
ted and Dr. Parsons stated that in 
order to be consistent this bill and 
the rest v.'ere turned over (o the new 
administration which could p;>.ss an 
appropriation Ordinance. The mo- 
tion as passed and presented by Dr. 
Parsons in writing was as follows: 
"I move that no more bills be allow- 
ed by this outgoing council but that 
all bills which have been tiled 
in- 


cluding the State Forestry company 
bill, also the pay roll of the water 
and light plant, both regular 
and 


temporary: the pay roll of the city 
officers; 
the pay roll of the fire de- 


partment ; the pay roll of the street 
commissioner, be tied into a bundle 
by the city clerk and 
turned 
over 


with the city's books and records to 
the incoming 
administration 
with 


the following ''rider'7 attached there- 
to:—The within bills and pay rolls 
have been properly filed and signed 
0. K. by the proper committees and 
should be paid. 
The appropriations 


for the year 1913 have 
been 
fully 


consumed.", 


The city has something like $5,000 


in the treasury and the bills turned 
over to the new council amount to 
about $3.000. Just what the new 
council will do with the bills of the 
old council remains to be seen. 


The final session of the old coun- 


cil did not reveal 
anything 
sensa- 


tional with the exception that 
the 


exact indebtedness of the pity be- 
came known. The yearly reports of 
the city clerk and treasurer

read and in these it was shown .iust 
how the city stands financially.

Drowned Off Coney Island, 


New York, Jan. 5.—The high waves 


of Sunday washed the body of the 
missing 
Jessie 
Evelyn 
McCann 


high on the shore at Coney Island, at 
a point not more than ten feet from 
where she was last seen alive, late In 
the afternoon of Dec. 4. 


The identification is absolute. Al- 


though the body is in such shape that 
it did not aid the identification, three 
pieces of jewelry, the shoes, and al- 
most all the clothing that was left are 
those worn by the young social worker 
when she disappeared a month ago, 
according to brother, father and moth- 
er and sister. 


A coroner's physician who made an 


autopsy said that death was due to 
drowning, and that there were no signs 
of Miss McCann having been the vic- 
tim of violence in any form. 


He also said that the autopsy proved 


that there were no physical reasons 
evidenced after death which would 
have caused her nervous condition, or 
which would have caused her to end 
her life. 


Notwithstanding this the police be- 


lieve that Miss McCann did commit 
suicide, although the family -say they 
believe her death was an accident. 


The dead girl's sister said that the 


identification is beyond any chance for 
doubt. "We do not believe that Sis 
committed suicide," she said. "We be- 
lieve it was an accident; that she went 
down to look at the ocean and get the 
fresh, air, and that while sitting on 
the rocks she tripped and fell over. 
She may have struck her head on a 
rock and drowned without anyone near 
to help her ,out."

Indianapolis, Jan. 5.—A "general 


service system," through which farm- 
ers of Marion county will be able to 
obtain information as to where they 
may satisfy their needs, will be start- 
ed this week by H. J. Stevens, county 
agricultural agent. The agent's plans 
are to tabulate information as to 
where agricultural products which may 
be needed or raised in Marion county 
may be obtained. He will make a spe- 
cialty of ascertaniing where tosted 
seeds may be obtained. 


The idea occurred to Mr. Stevens a 


few days ago when a farmer told him 
he had about 300 bushels of seed corn. 
The next day a farmer in another part 
of the county asked where that same 
variety of corn could be obtained. It 
is to bring such men together that the 
plan is to be inaugurated. 


Mr. Stevens says that anyone desir- 


ing information as to w'aere to obtain 
seeds or anything needed on his farm, 
or anyone having anything of the kind 
to dispose of may make use of the 
"general service system" by calling on 
him at the courthouse. 


The employment agency recently 


started by Mr. Stevens is beginning to 
work well, he says. 
He has had nu- 


merous applicants from men in the 
city desiring to "return to the farm," 
and has referred them to farmers who 
have said they desired assistance. 


BAUKUS WILL BE RETURNED 


Long Missing Gary Alderman Arrested 


in Los Angeles. 


Gary, Ind., Jna. 5.—Former Alder- 


man Anthony Baukus, who three years 
ago was arrested with Mayor Knotts 
and seven other city officials for the 
alleged acceptance of bribes in con- 
nection with the passage of the Dean 
heating franchise, has been arrested 
in Los Angeles, Cal., according to ad- 
vices from the police of that city. 


Baukus has been a fugitive from 


justice for more 
than three years. 


Shortly after his arrest he, with oth- 
ers, was released on $2,000 bonds. It 
is alleged that Baukus made a confes- 
sion implicating others and became 
the chief witness for the state. Bau- 
kus suddenly disappeared, forfeiting 
his bail. 
Detectives were placed on 


his trail, but nothing had been heard 
from the missing alderman until word 
came of his arrest in Los Angeles. 


Sheriff Henry Whitaker of Lake 


county has left for Los Angeles to 
bring back Baukus. 
The dispatch 


stated he had waived extradition. It 
is said that Baukus cannot he tried for 
accepting a bribe, as under the statute 
of limitations the time for trial of the 
case has expired. Baukus, however, 
will be tried for jumping his bond. 
Others assert that the case will never 
be tried, as the cases against Mayor 
Knotts and the other officials have 
been nol-prossed. 


Thomas B. Dean, the detective, who, 


with the aid of his dictograph, obtain- 
ed the evidence against the city offi- 
cials, is now in the employ of the gov- 
ernment secret service. 


JUDGMENT 
OF THE COURTS 


Will Be Carried Out in Case of Wife 


Murderers. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 5.—Steve Chirka, 


a wife murderer of Lake county, who 
is to be electrocuted Friday, will be 
the thirteenth man executed at the 
Indiana state prison since 1901. Harry 
Rasico, formerly of Vincennes, who 
killed his wife and' child at Terre 
Haute, is to be electrocuted one week 
later. 


The executions of Chirka and Rasico 


will be the first in Indiana in nearly 
seven years, and they will be the first 
since the method of inflicting capital 
punishment was changed from hang- 
ing to electrocution. 


Few protests against the executions 


have been received by Governor Ral- 
ston, and the governor lias not indi- 
cated any intention of interfering with 
the judgment of the courts. 


Holdup Man Caught In Act. 


Richmond, Ind., Jan. 5.—Just as 


Hurt Helms of this city obeyed Wil- 
liam I. Robbins's brusque command ot 
"hands up," in the north end of tbe 
city, Officer Kepler, who had ambush- 
ed himself when he noticed Robbins 
following Helms, took a band in the 
affair and overpowered the highway- 
man.

•Washington, Jan. 5.—The bureau o£ 
mmigration soon will make positive

for

estriction of certain kinds of oriental 
mmigration. 


A. Caminettl, commissioner general 


>f immigration, has just returned to 
Vashington from an extended official 
rip to Immigration stations on the 
'aclfic coast. He plunged at once Into 
e preparation of hla annual report, 


which will submit some important rec- 
mmendatlona, particularly with re- 
gard to the tide of oriental immigra- 
ion that is tending in the direction 
f the United States. 
"It Is not my purpose," said he, "to 


direct my recommendations at any 
particular people, but it is perfectly 
manifest that many orientals now are 
;ettlng into this country unlawfully. 
"This Is particularly true of the so- 


called students, who ostensibly come 
o this country to obtain an education. 
Many of these people, I am satisfied, 
are merely laborers, who come here 
n the guise of students. 
Proposed 


regulations and laws will be drafted 
n an effort to restrict this sort of im- 
migration. 


"On the Pacific coast," continued 


Commissioner Caminettl, "the admis- 
sion to the country of Hindoos has be- 
come a serious problem. I am having 
a search made of our records now to 
ascertain how many of these people 
are in the United States legally. I am 
convinced that scores, perhaps hun- 
dreds, have got In surreptitiously and 
lave no lawful right here. Some of 
them have cjme across the Mexican 
or Canadian border, where hitherto It 
has been impossible entirely to pre- 
vent smuggling. I expect to recom- 
mend that provision be made for a 
more rigid control of both borders than 
we ever have had." 


Commissioner Caminetti probably 


will recommend that an extensive pa- 
trol force be established on the north- 
ern border from the Cascade moun- 
tains to the ocean and on the south- 
ern border from Arizona to the sea 
It will be his effort to co-operate with 
the customs service on both borders, 
not only to prevent the smuggling of 
mmigrants, but of opium.

Means 
is wanted at Albany for the murder of 
Dock Lawshorn and $200 reward was 
offered for his capture.

FOURTEEN CROPS OF YEAR 


VALUED AT $4,940,301,OOG 


Good Prices Atone For Small Yield 


Which Was Due to Drought. 


Final estimates of production nm 


value of fourteen or the importan 
crops which contributed 94.040.y01.0CC 
to tlie^enormous grand total, aggrcgnt 
Ing approximately ?9,000,000,000 of 
wealth produced on farms through the 
soil and farmers' live stock during 
1913, are announced by the crop re- 
porting board, bureau of statistics, de- 
partment of agriculture. 


These fourteen crops are only a por 


tlon of the production of the soil, which 
approximates $0,000,000,000 In value 
each year. The total value of the ani- 
mal products of the farm is estimate;! 
nt about $3,000,000,000 annually. 


Says Secretary of Agriculture Hous 


ton in his report: 


The production of crops In the Unitec 
States in 1913 was materially below ths 
average, the yieia per acre of all crops 
combined being smaller than In any year 
of the past decade, with the exception ol 
1911. 
This shortage was caused by a se- 


vere drought, accompanied by excessive 
heat during the summer months, in an im- 
portant portion of the agricultural district 
of the United States. ' 


The acreage devoted to five crops—corn, 
wheat, oats, hay and cotton—comprises 
about 90 per cent of the area In all crops 
and therefore has a predominating effect 
upon the general average condition of all 
'j'-ops. Nearly all the minor crops were 
materially smaller this year than In 1912. 


To the producers the lessened crop pro- 
duction this year Is largely compensated 
by the Increased prices received for their 
produce. 


The corn crop, the most valuable 


farm product of this country, says the 
report is smaller than any crop since 
1903. 
Wheat production is the largest 


ever recorded in this country. 'Thfl 
oat crop Is the third largest of our his 
tory.
